ing  to  an  free  Colledge,  and  that  in  as  ample  form 
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and  lairge  manner  as  any  Colledge  has  or  bruikes 
within  his  Majestie’s  re  aline.” 


Opinion  of  the  Honourable  Henry  Erskine ,  formerly 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  of'  Advocates  and  Lord  Advo¬ 
cate  for  Scotland ,  respecting  the  above  Act  of'  Par¬ 
liament , 

I  have  considered  the  Act  of  Parliament  of 
Scotland,  of  the  4th  of  August  1621,  entitled,  “  Ra¬ 
tification  of  divers  Infeftments  granted  to  the  Tow  n 
of  Edinburgh,  for  sustentation  of  Colledge,  Minis- 
teries  and  Hospitalis,”  and  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion, 
that,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act,  the  Sencitus  Aca- 
demicus  of  the  College  of  Edinburgh,  have  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  which  by  law  belong  to 
the  Sencitus  Academicus  of  any  other  University 
or  College  within  Scotland.
